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So, in many ways, .hack comes full circle as a story set in a 
game world from the Far East, finds its way west. 

Each of five short stories in this collection is told from 
a different character’s point of view, yet each of them gives 
us some new insight into The World they all share. 

Though The World may be an online fantasy game, the 
adventures told within are more than mere hack and slash as 
the players encounter a growing number of Als. It is up to the 
Cobalt Knights to find and delete all such anomalies, but what 
happens when the debuggers begin to question the validity 
of their mission? After all, are the knights merely debugging 
a computer program or are they executing a newly evolving 
life form? Can consciousness rise out of cyberspace? Watarai, 
the head of the Cobalt Knights, and his successor face these 
questions in the stories “Wotan’s Spear” and “Kamui.” 

The first story “2 Character” gives us a different 
perspective on volume I of .hack//AI buster as we now see 
the story through Hokuto’s eyes. We get to learn about 
the woman behind the avatar and her personality is far 


from what you would expect.
